weakened that "he was unable to un­ 
dergo another operation unless her 
blood supply was renewed. 
Monday 
afternoon it was decided to resort 
to the transfusion of blood aud the 
husband of tin* woman hared Ins arm.

in

forearm of Mr. 
Prince was opened and joined to a 
vein in the arm of Iii" wile. 
While 
the blood flowed from his body to 
hers, his face became paler and lier" 
more ruddy. 
There was no way to 
measure the exact amount of blood 
trail fused but a considerable quantity 
was exchanged. Following the trans­ 
fusion the operation was performed 
on Mrs. Prince. 
She is doing as well 
as could be expected but i- "till in a 
critical

extraordinary price of $50,000.

is double the amount paid for the ( 
Mainz psalter of 1459, which brought 
$24,750 at the Sir John Thorold library 
sale In London in 1884. 
There were bidders from the Eng­ 
lish 
m etropolis, from Paris, Frank­ 
fort-on-Main and Munich, and nearly 
all the larger cities of America were 
represented. 
The first hid was $10,- 
000. and 
it came from George I). 
Smith, acting for Henry E. Hunting­ 
ton. a nephew of the late Collis P. 
Huntington. 
Following 
him 
came 
substantial raises from Dr. Ttosenbaeh 
of Philadelphia. Dodd A Livingston. 
Bernard Qunritch of London and Jo­
